SLEUTHS AT WORK. 

Immediately after the letters 
were published he law was on the 
scent again and the cleverest sieuths 
in the Federal service in this dis- 
trict went to work on the Gardner 
case again, attempting to pick up 
the trail from the very scant clews 
contained in the two letters. 

Bince Gardner made his reckless 
dash from the prison compound, the 
authorities have been patiently wait- 
for something that would 
definitely establish that their man 
had left MoNeil's Island. The let- 
térs offer the first clew in that direc- 
tion. In one of the letters Gardner 
gives a detailed story of how, 
wounded twice in that barrage, that 
felled his two companions, be 
reached the woods, worked his way 
back to a spot under the very noses 
of his trackers and later slipped 
through their cordon to the northern 
end of McNeil's Island and escaped 
by swimming to Fox Island. 

Outside of fixing in their minds 
the fact that Gardner was success- 
ful in eluding the patrol around the 
island and is safe on the mainiand, 
the letters have given the authori- 
ties practically nothing to go on but 
the disquieting knowledge that their 
slippery quarry is at large again. 

Both letters have been turned ov- 
er to the Federal and postoffice au- 
thorities, and today they are mak- 
ing a careful study of the letters and 
attempting to find some clue direct- 
ing them to some spot where they 
can again take up the trail. 

The news wires carrying the story 
that again made the name of Roy 
Gardner the sole topic of conver- 
sation wherever the story was read, 
carried the information of the es- 
cape to Warden Thomas Maloney, 
of the Federal prison at McNetfs (#- 
land from which Gardner cut his 
way to liberty.

“It is sheer profiigacy,” he said, 
“to go on using the limited store 
of fuel when the supply of energy 
from the harn river is con- 
stantly and perpetually replaced by 
nature. Here we can use the fleet- 
ing cloud and the hurtling storm, 
the every day processes of nature 
to produce for us an enormous and 
never ending supply of power to

LABOR TO LIFT 
R-6 FROM SEA. 


Crew Expects to Float Sub 
Late This Afternoon. 


Bodies of Disaster Victims Are 
Official Inquiry Into Case Will 
be Made Today. 


The crew of the submarine R-6, 
which sank at her moorings in Los 
Angeles Harbor last Monday ‘night 
and caused the death of two seamen, 
labored all last night in an effort to 
raise the submerged hulk in time for 
the official court of inquiry, which is 
to be held today. 

Vice-Admiral Shoemaker, who re- 
ferred to the sinking as “unavoid- 
able,” stated last night that the R-6 
will again be afloat late this after- 
noon. After a day of toll, during 
which several of the crew descend 


the hatches and torpedo tubes were 
closed and lines were fixed to the 
sunken vessel. At o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon, the problem of 
umping the hulk dry was overcome. 
enty-four hours will be required 
to Pp p the water from the R-6, 
accorfing to Vice-Admiral Shoe- 
maker. Then the submarine will 
rise to the surface. 

The bodies of the two men who 
perished during tre sinking of the 
R-6 had not been recovered late last 
night. After conferring with officers 
and witnesses from hte submarine, 
Vice-Admiral Shoemaker stated it 
was quite improbable that either of 
the bodies was imprisoned the 
compartments of the R-6.

Our City and County Jails are pest holes 
that we should shudder to possess, in which 
it is a crime to hold any human being, no 
matter how guilty—but in which the inno 
cent and the guilty are herded side by side 
under conditions that no rancher would im- 
pose on his cattle. Built when the city was 
a maximum of 200 prisoners, 
required to house nearly 


or fon personal hygiene and clean- 
They are alive with vermin which 
of antiseptics can cope with: 
walis are heavy with aged filth: the 
mbing is an outrage of inadequacy; and 
hine ever filters through their mea 
ger windows, many departments heaving no 
outside windows et ali, but only slits of 
gratings into other stenchladen depart- 
ments through which to obtain putrid air. 

Even the police quarters are dingy, dirty, 
fll-ventilated, vermin-ridden, sunless and the 
atmosphere in the underground police room 
is nauseating and well-calculated to under 
mine the health of any man required to stay 
in it for any length of time. 

Moreover, both jails are fire traps, where, 
in case of a crisis, precious few of the 
wretched human beings entrapped could 
ever hope to save their lives. 

The heating systems are out of date, hope 
lessly inadequate and always out of order. 
The cells are dark, airless, loathsomely un- 
clean and are called upon to contain twice 
their proper number of tenants for sleeping 
purposes. 

These are the abominable pest holes in 
which the unfortunate and perhaps inno 
cent await the dispensation of justice and, 
for minor offenses, in which they remain 
for long periods, undermining their health, 
their self-respect, suffering the last horrors 
of degradation to fit them, forsooth, for 
reformation, redemption and new endeavor. 

In 1915 several citizens’ committees in- 
vestigated these jaf] conditions and their 
reports bore out in every particular the 
disgusting facts to which The Times had 
drawn attention. And what was bed then 
is infinitely worse now—six years worse, 
six years prolongation of a shameful, piti- 
ful, merciless condition. It has taxen six 
years for us to stir ourselves—we, the proud 
and prosperous city of Los Angeles—to re 
move this blot upon our reputation, to tak-— 
ing definite steps to wipe out the shame 
and cruelty. 

Once more The Times urges that not an- 
other day be wasted. Investigations of the 
jails of the country have been made, plans 
and counter-plans have been discussed and 
debated ad nauseam, but now that the es- 
sential decisions have been arrived at, now 
that a working plan has been decided upon, 
now that the financing has been made pos- 
sible and nothing remains but the comple 
tion of details, for common decency's sake 
let us push the thing through without more 
delay. 


OPE CHESTS FOR MEN. 

Sarcasm was intended in a recent ed- 
itorial reference to the possibility of having 
hope chests for men; but now a sober and 
sensible correspondent asks why not’? The 
best answer is to repeat the question: Why 
not? If all our young men and prospective 
bridegrooms are to have hope chests our 
em will soon be putting in fancy 
lines of silved-hinged and cedar-lined chests 
with compartments for hooch and cigarettes. 
The hope chest will be exhibited at stag 
dinners and the guests will toss their forks 
and spoons and smal! change into the yawn- 
ing receptacle. But if hope chests for men 
will encourage personal thrift they are 
worth calm and courteous consideration. 


WING PAY. 

The head of the combined railway 
systems of Japan is said to receive a salary 
of $3500 a year. Several American lines 
are said to be paying their executives $100,- 
000 a year. It is hoped that all are earning 
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No great problem which has to do 
with human welfare can be solved fully 
and permanently by a single nation, re- 
gardiess of the attitude of other na 
tions. Consequently the law of self- 
Preservation and self-defense compels 
one nation's effort for the solution of 
the same problem by neighbor nations. 
The high law of internationa) ethics in- 
sists that the solution by any nation of 
& problem which concerns the world 
places upon that nation the duties and 
responsibilities of passing on such so 
lution to other nations. The prohibi- 
tion of the liquor traffic In a single na- 
tion is practically im e of com- 
plete enforcement without co-operation 
on the part of all nations having close 
relationships. 

Probably it never occurred to Mr. Cher 
Tington that he was using the identical ar 
gument which Lenin and Trotsky advanced 
im support of their attempt to organize a 
world revolution of the proletariat. But a 
mumber of European thinkers were instant- 
ly struck by the similarity of the two pro- 
hunciamentos and they have not hesitated 
to call attention to it. They aver that, if 
the United States government erercises the 
right to deport soviet agents, the govern 
ments of Europe possess an equal right to 
deport the agents of the American Anti- 
saloon League. 

“Pussyfoot" Johnson's activities in Great 
Britain attracted wide attention; but it 
seems to have served only to consolidate 
the opposition to national prohibition in a 
number of Buropean countries. The opinion 
is now expressed in England by many who 
favor prohibition that it was a serious mis- 
take for the movement to have been fa- 
thered by a foreign association and direct- 
ed by foreign leaders. Too many regard it 
as an intrusion, as a reflection on their 
ability to regulate their own internal af- 
fairs. 

During the last twelve months the “wets” 
On the other side of the Atlantic have re 
gained much of the ground that they lost 
during the period immediately following 
the war, when prohibition was urged for 
economic reasons. Under Czar Nicholas 
national prohibition was enforced in Rus- 
ela; but the soviets have repealed that edict 
and now encourege tlhe manufacture and 
sale of mild alcoholic liquors, limiting the 
strength to 14 per cent. While few pay 
much attention to the constantly varying 
edicts of the soviets, one cannot wholly dis- 
regard the backsliding of the Norwegians. 
Three years ago Norway went bone dry; 
but within recent months the dry laws have 
been repealed and a new national act has 
been passed fixing a limit of alcoholic con- 
tent at 14 per cent, the same as in Russia. 


Ferdinand Tuohy asserts in an article 
published in the New York World that out- 
side pressure caused the repeal of the pro- 
hibition laws of Nérway. At least half the 
population of that country is supported by 
its fisheries. There has always been an 
exchange of the fish of Norway for the 
wines of Spain and Portugal. But when 
these countries no longer found a market 
for their wines in Norway they put an of- 
ficial embargo on the fish of that country; 
and the fishermen raised such a volume of 
protest that the prohibition act was re- 
pealed. 

Austria, on the other hand, seems inclin- 
ing toward prohibition, making it an eco- 
nomic but not a moral issue. Recently the 
Austrian Premier asserted tn a public ad- 
dress that overindulgence in intoxicating 
liquors led to the loss of the war by Aus- 
tria and the consequent dismemberment of 
the empire; and Austria now seems the 
most fertile field in Europe for a new ex- 
periment in national prohibition. This con- 
dition has not been occasioned, however, by 
American propaganda; it is a movement 
directed by the Austrians themselves. 


As far as our American prohibition cru- 
saders are concerned, they might find it the 
part of wisdom to remember that too much 
enthusiasm is often worse than apparent 
indifference. Before prohibition can spread 
from this country to Europe we must dem- 
onstrate that it is enforced here and that 
ites results are beneficial. The facts of 
our own experience with representative 
government are a contradiction to the as- 
sumption that “No great problem which 
has to do with human welfare can be solved 
fully and permanently by a single nation, 
regardiess of the attitude of other nations.” 

It is not of record that our Revolutionary 
forefathers, after establishing a republic in 
America, sent propagandists to foment rev- 
olutions against royalty in other countries. 
Our foreign amissadors were very care 
ful not to mingle in the slightest degree in 
the domestic policies of the governments 
to which they were assigned. Our ances- 
tors devoted themselves wholly and exclu- 
sively to making representative government 
a success in their own country. It was the 
example of the beneficent results obtained 
under it that caused the movement to 
spread to Eyrepe during the nineteenth and 
twentieth centuries. 

The success of prohibition in this country 
has not yet been satisfactorily demonstrat- 
ed. The Volstead Act has been violated 
more openly and continuously than any oth- 
er law ever passed by the Federal Congress. 
In some parts of the country its enforce- 
ment is a joke. Bootlegging has become 
a popular and remunerative vocation. So 
long as these conditions continue to exist 
the experience of this country will not be 
of much benefit to those campaigning for 
prohibition in other lands.

WHY 


ARE CLOCKS USED ON 
STOCKINGS? 


(Copyright, 1921, by The Wheeler Sradicate, Inc.) 

What we refer to today as ® 
“clock” on a erck or stocking is 
nothing more than a bit of orna- 
mental embroidery which appears 
to be placed in position in order to 
make the ankle of the wearer ap- 
pear more slender or to give a touch 
of distinction tc the hosiery. But 
Originally it had a much more 
utilitarian purpose, being designed 
to cover a natural defect in the 
weave. 

ln the days before ‘he invention 
of the present type of machinery 


which works automatically and 
turns out a completed stocking 
every few seconds, hosiery was 


woven in two separate pieces, 
front and the back. en com.- 
leted, the sock or stocking was then 
ined together on either side of the 
ankle, a process which naturally 
left an unsightly seam. in order to 
conceal this and to give a neat fin- 
ish to the article of wearing ap- 

rel, a decorative piece mg em- 
roidery was placed over the seams 
to hide the eilect end this, on ac- 
count of the stitch used, was re- 
ferred to as the “clocking” on the 
stocking. The necessity for an orna- 
ment of this kind has long since 
passed, but the clocks remain, both 
a6 an ornament and as a remnant of 
this old custom.

Virtually every motor  fretgeht- 
carrying line in Southern California 
is opposing the granting of a fran- 
chise to the Hodce system on the 
ground that it will constitute unfair 
competition with the smalie- com- 
nanies. The Hodge system contends, 
however, attorneys explained. that 
the business under the franchiee it 
seeks is on such an enormous 
scale and of such a 4ifferent class, 
that other companies are not 
equipped to handle it and that its 
operations will not in any wavy in- 
terfere with the business of the 
sraniler concerns. 

Under the franchise, is @eclared4.

Lea by city officials from Modesto 
and Turlock, the drive for muntcipal 
ewnership of power plants will be 
strongly backed up by C. W. Koiner. 
City Manager of Pasadena, who was 
for many years manager of the Pas- 
aéena municipal light plant. 

Municipal ownership of vower 
will be strongly opposed, it is ex- 
pected, by H. 8. Kasey Abbott. presi- 
dent of the Calexico Board of 
Trustees. The Modesto people ar- 
gue that municipally owned plants 
are &@ success if they ere kept our 
of politics, while Mr. Abbott insi«. 
that they develop too slowly by the 
bond-election route. 

W. I. Carpenter, city electrician 
of Modesto, says that hie city ie now 
a party with Turlock in a two-die- 
trict irrigation project at Don Pedro 
dam on the Tuolumne River, where 
16,000 horsepower of electricity 
can be developed within three rears. 
He declares that the two districts 
will complete, within two years. a 
project that will develop 6000 horse- 
power and take care of the eleo- 
trical needs of the two cities. 


PLANT PROFITABLE. 


“Our city water plant cleared 
$22,000 last year,” says Mr. Carpen- 
ter, “and we see no reason why a 
municipal power system cannot be 
made to pay.” 

Mayor Ulrich aseerts that cor- 
poration electricity ie manufactured 
in the Modesto district for 3 milis 
per kilowatt, 
than 8 cents a kilowatt. and re- 
tailed for domestic consumption for 
centa per kilowatt. This, he in- 
sists, ia too big a margin of profit. 

“Sentiment in the San Joaquin 
Valley,” says Mr. Tirich, “is strong- 
ly in favor of permitting the city of 
Les Angeles to develop power north 
of the Tehachepi, providing it will 
stick to its recent agreement to 
the effect that whenever towns 
the San want their 
power elites they can have 
them.

LOS ANGELES. 


Postmaster-Genera! Hays, and his 
second assistant, Col. Shaughnessy, 
in charge of mall transportation, 
yesterday told Guy Adams of this 
city that they will visit Los Angeles 
in the near future, say Washington 
diepatches. Mr. Adams, who is in 
charge of mail and express matters 
for the Union Pacific, called on these 
officials yesterday in Washington 
and urged both of them to visit the 
fastest growing city of the West. 

He was loaded with mail data and 
other figures and proved to the of- 
ficials that the postal receipts of 
Los Angeles are growing faster than 
those of any other large city in the 
United States and that many im~ 
provements In the postal service can 
be Installed if the head officials wil) 
give the facilities here thelr per- 
sonal inspection. He called atten- 
tion to the fact that no high official 
of the department has visited Los 
Angeles in elght years and ineisted 
that the Coast postal business hes 
not had proper recognition or in- 
terest.
